Shakespeare wanted to know how 
the money waa to bo raised to pay tho 
company after the works are completed.

Coun. Wriglesworth thought the Coun- 
cil waa travelling out of the record in 
discussing the ciuustion of light. The 
second reading of the bylaw should ho 
passed. 

Passed accordingly. 

The question of the electric light was 
loft in the hands of the original committee, 
Councillors Boyd, Smith and Wrigles- 
worth, 

OPENING Ol-' VATi;s BTUEF.T. 

Coun. Wriglesworth moved that a com- 
mittee of three consisting of Councillors 
Shakespeare, Boyd and Wriglesworth be 
appointed to wait on tho government for 
tho purpo.so of opening up Yates street 
through the school reserve and also to 
wait on the U. B. Co. if necessary. 

Seconded and carried. 

KIKK TKI-KPHO.NK BOXIi.S IIVI.AW. 

A bylaw waa ro.id a first time to protect 
tho tiro boxes about to be erected in dif- 
ferent parts of tho city. Uuim. Wrigles- 
worth in moving the lir.st reading ex- 
plained its provisions and remarked 
that before the sigcond reading ho would 
see fiiriheif atiout it. 

Seconded and carried 

CEMETEUV .MATTKKS. 

A communication from tho trustees of 
St. Andrew's Presbyterian Church was 
read complaining of the sale of burial 
plots in their part of the cemetery and 
asking for an oxplaiiation of the matter 
or a refund of the money received for 
said plots. 

Coun. Shakespeare remarked that thia 
was only one of tho many instances of the 
kind that had happened lately. Other 
examples wero cited. It waa (luite time 
that the Council took action in this 
matter. 

Coun. McLean fi>llowed to the .sauio 
efl'ect. 

Another letter from the secretary of 
tho trustee board of St. Andrew's church 
on the same subjoct was road. 

Coun. Boyd made some explanations 
respecting tlie cemetery question. lie 
had endeavored to induce the party pur- 
chasing lots that Mrs. Hibbon claims to 
give them- up, but he would not do so. 
Some action should betaken at once in 
this matter. 

Uis Worship remarked that Mrs. Mib- 
bed certainly had a clear title to those 
burial plots, lier claim should therefore 
bo sustained. 

After some further discussion the mat 
ter and the commuuicatiens were referred 
to tho cemetery oomniittee to consult tho 
city barristers and report at the ne.xl 
meeting of the Council. 

INCKBAaE IN. POLICE PAY. 

His Worship.icallod the-attentiuu of the 
Council" to Hho~question of increase of 
pelico pay. 

Coun. McLean eulogized the conduct 
and cffioloncy of the police force, and the 
superintendent. Ho did not consider 
tho increase of pay at all unroaaonable, 
and ho would move that the increase 
asked for (810 per month), be granted all 
round. 

Coun. Smith seconded, and called the 
attention of the Council to the want of a 
nightwatchinan for James Bay, as two at- 
tempts had been made to braik into a 
resident's house last week. 

Coun, McLean did not consider a 
nightwatchman a police officer. Ho 
would prefer that an extra officer be ap- 
pointed instead of another nightwatch- 
man. 

Coun. Vigclius was in favor of the ap- 



pointment of another police oflicer and cf 
doing away with tho nightwatchmeii. 
Motion carried. ' ' ' 

INCREA.SE or THE POLICE FORCE. 

Coun. Smith moved that another police 
ofhcer be appointed by the Mayor and tho 
Supt, of police, for James Bay ward for 
the winter months. 

Coun. ^Vriglesworth objected to an 
oflicer being appointcil for James Bay- 
ward particularly, as a night oflicer waa 
not required for that ward during tho 
summer months. 

Ooun. Boyd thought that all the police 
officers should bo under tho control of the 
Supt. at all tinie.n. 

Supt. O'Connor here explained the 
duty of special oflicer Speed as a night- 
watchman. 

Coun. Shakespeare was opposed tu tlio 
increase of salaiy as the Supt. did nut ap- 
ply for such an increase. He did not 
think that the population had so increased 
aa to require any additions to tho poliue 
force or any increase in police salaries. 
There had been no depredations of any 
account to call for such an c.vponditure. 

Coun. McLean considered that the best 
reply to Coun, Sfaakcspoar e was the fact 
that no depredations had been committed. 

Coun. Smith thought it would bo un- 
wise to shut tho stable door after the 
horao had been stolen. Far better to 
appoint an additional oflicer and prevent 
depredations. 

Coun. Smith's motion w.as ultimately 
carried. 

.SI.MCOE.STRKKT. 

Coun. Smith called the attention of the 
street committee to the bad condition of 
Simcoe street, and asked that it be gravel- 
led from INIontrcal street to Dallas mad. 
He would move tu that eflect. 

Seconded by Coun. McLean. 

Coun. Shakespeare muvod in amund- 
ment that the matter bo referred to tin- 
street cominittoo and uugiucer, to reiinri 
on at tho next mooting. 

Coun. McLean saw no necessity fur 
dolining tho matter. In reply to Cumii. 
Vigeliua he explained the |reason why .Si. 
Louis street had nut been attended to. 

Amendment carried. 

Gravelling of John street was referred 
to the street cominittee with i)ower to ;.;el 
tho work done. 

Coun. Vigolius moved that St. Louis 
street bo graded and gravelled. 

Coun. Kinsman thought that the street 
should bo attended to and he would uiove 
to that otl'ect. 

Matter finally referred to street cdin- 
niittee to attend to tho work. 

CIII.NKSK E.NU'LOV.ME.N r. 

Coun Shakespeare moved that the em- 
ployinent of a Chinaman in lighting coal 
oil lamps bo dispensed With. Thia was 
in contravention of a bylaw passed by the 
councilayear ortwoago. He wassurpri.sed 
that the cliairman of the street committee 
employing a Chinaman at all. It looked 
badly for the council to pay money to 
these people and he hoped his motion 
would bo carried. 

Seconded by Coun. Vigeliua. 

Coun. McLean explained that he had 
with great difliculty obtaineil a white hoy 
who gave up the job immediately. Capt. 
Lewis v.a.s now lighting the lamp; if he 
employed a Chinaman well and goi.>'!. He 
was under tho superintendence of a 
resijcctable resident. 

A most acrimonious discussion here oc- 
curred arising out of Coun. JIcLean stat- 
ing that Coun. Shakespeare was worse 
than a Chinaman for ho had called hiia a 
liar in the Council cliiimbers. 

Coun. Shakespeare — (Most vociferous- 
ly) — So you are. 

Tho Mayor called Coun. McLean to tu - 
der and declared he would leave the chair 
if such personalities were indulged in. 

Coun. McLean euntiiuied at some length 
to explain his action in getting tho laiuD 
lighted. 

Several (ithur cuuncilhirs took part in 
tho lamp discussion. Finally Coiiii. 
Shakespeare in retaliating on the chair- 
man of street committee, said tliathe had 
never taken two loads of rock without 
paying for them as Coun. McLean had 
done. 

This elicited another call for order from 
tho Mayor. 

His Worship considered that the resolu- 
tion on the Council books stating that no 
work should be done without the author- 
ity of two members of tho committee 
was an illegal one and ought nut tu have 
been passed. 

Coun. Smith said if such a motion had 
been carried about tho water works cuiii- 
mittee he would at once have resigned his 
position and have retired frtun all <jther 
coiiuuittees. 

Another sharp passage at ai.iis here oc- 
curred between Councillors McLean and 
Shakespeare. 

It was ordered, on tho suggestion of 
tho mayor, that a new map of tho city be 
lithographed for public use. 

Coun. Boyd took councillors to ta.sk 
f(jr squabbling and calling each other 
names in tho Council chambers. 

MONTIILV ACl'OrNTS. 

The monthly corporation, water works, 
police and other accounts were read 
and referred to finance committee for pay- 
ment if found correct. 

Council then adjourned.
